and the power ol the sword Is transferred (rom
tbhose who fought the baltle Lo 1hose who clalm
the direction of vietory, In Bpain It 1aguite
true thint the people dld nol eontribule their
blood aflter such a  fushion. The revolon-
tion of September was nol a popular moves
men!, but A& militery revolt, It s, however,
equnlly true that lhe peoplé were armed
out of susplelon of the army, and with rome
hope of keeping the sucessefal generals in
check. The resull, therefore, wan still a con-
flict between Lhose woo assaimasd Lo preslde
aver the courae of events and those who feared
thatsuch eourse would be directed in unr.m—
tiun to thelr own views., ‘The republican
party—or ratber ithe democrats, for at thai
time repubiicanism had not been covertly ad-
vorated—had declined originally to take part
in the provisional government, and the prinel-
plen, therefore, ol the soct were not direolly
repregented at hesdguarters. This, as republi-
canlsm advanced, was thought to be mgrievs
snee, and one of the demands preferred
at the time of the rising In COadlz was
for an  offiginl recognition of the
velement” go excludeds The republloans,
inecressing as they were In numbers and pre-
tepsions, apprebended that thelr exclusion
from power might lmpalr thelr chances of sue-
¢eks AL the coming elections, and leave thelr
rivals with dangerous opportunities of political
manipulation. They protested, therefore, and
in the end, though oLvionsly without sonoert,
they rose In arms, The Government natuarally
objected to the malnlenance of An Army re-
garded as a conunterpoise o thelr own, They
demanded the surrender of the weapons re-
talned by the volunteers, and succeedad, as far
a8 they went, In obtaining them, but tncir nre
apparently elther aghast at toe bloodshed
Incurred or afrald to con Ilnue theexperimeont,
:lllld t'flwt last state of Spain isso far worse than
e first.
=11 is sald that the most dreadfal tempest only
sturbs the waters of the ocean to the depth of
& few feet, and Lhe same remarl, we suspeotl
may be made as Lo the effect of these polltica
slorms on the population of Spain, No donbt,
in proportion &s the suspense is prolonged and
vontlicts recur, the people will be drawn In
greater and greater numbers into the revola
tionary vortex, bat at present the active class
I8 probably not a large one, Itis at this point,
indeed, that the chlef difficulty of the revolu
tion will be experienced. The future govern-
ment of Bpain, whatever It may be, must, un.
legs it 1s lo rest upon force, be mcveptable
to the great body of the nation, and yet it
seems imipossible 1o imagine low such & gov-
ernment shoald be formed. A federal repab-
lle on the model of Lhe Swisy or American
constitotion, though congenial Lo Hpaniards
geverally, would be ntterly abominable to the
very classes who have now risen lo arms. A
communistic repnblic, suoh as these insurgents
desire, would be revolting to all Lthe restof thelr
conntrymen. A king seceplable to the military
chiefs ought to be maintained by military
power on the throne, but snch institations
wonld be no lmprovemenl on those against
whicl: the revolutionn was dircoted, while the
elements of rebellion In Bpain will henceforth
be more formidable than before. Snch are the
greu«nt prospects of the Spailniards, H any
panish statéesman ean bring lght out of the
darkness, he will be A true beuefactor to his
country.

With 7000 fresh troops added to the ordinary
garrison the new commander-in-chief do2s not
deem bimself safMolewtly strong, and urgently
not o say anxlously, asks for more, W ell mignt
the Government endeavor to withhold the nn-
welcome uvews from the pubile here; but the
sltlempl was unavalling, as It was pecessary
pot only to send out more forees, but even Lo
appedl Lo the patriotism both of soldlers and
cllizens, 8o Lo Interest Lhe whole community in
the expedition, We learn now thal the Minls-
ter of War has thrown out some hiota Lo the
varlous corps of the srmy to the effect Lhat
spontaneons oflers of service ln Cuba would be
acoeplable, and that the Intlmation has met
with 60 ready & respouse that the supply will
greatly exceed Lhe demand.

The above conditions are guaranteed,
MEHEMED AL, Milisary Commauder.

The How in 1the Spanish Embassy—The
seoretnry of Legation and Secretary of
Siate Newanrd Interested in Spanish
Jobs—An Effort to Force Minister Hale
to Resign—A Lively Letter.

John P. Hale, Unlted States Minister to Spaln,
has nddressed the following ?rlvnte letiar Lo &
member of the New Hawmpsbire delegation In
Congress, It glves, If true in lts statements, an
fnside history of the diflicalty between himselfl
and his Secretary of Legation, Mr, Horatlo J.
Perrvy, abont which Lthere has been &0 much
gcandal in Karopean diplomatlo ¢lroles, Min-
ister Hale wakes some lmportant revelations
relatlve Lo Hecretary Seward’s connection with
whal he terme "Spanish jobs,” larwhioh it ap-
pears Lhat bolh Perry and Beward are inter-
esled, And ot the same lme gives thé caase of
his own diffounlly with Beward, which led the
Iatter to ask bim Lo reslgn:—

LEGATION UNITED BrATES OF AMERIOA, MA-
DRID, Jan, 1, 1300.—T0 the Honorable —r,
Mr., Keener, United Siates Minister to Mpain,
left that counntry finaily on the 20:h of July,
1864, and from that time to Beplember, 1555, Mr.
Ferry wous Chargs d"Alfalres and sole represen-
tative of Lthe niled Bintes Government in
Madrid, when Mr. Hale entered upon Lhe
duties of Minister to Hpaln.

Some time in 1844—tue precise date of the
publication does nol appear, but M Was unques-
tonably after Mr, Koener left Madrid—Mr,
Perry pupllshed s pamphlet in the Bpanlsh
language of 185 pagew, in whioh he repressntsd
himeel! as agent in Madrid of a company pos-
sessing & capllal of 40 000,000 reals, equal to
§2 000,000, for the purpose; of laylng submarine
telegraphic eables, W hether this puablication
was made before or after July 20 1864, 18 of no
subsiantial lnterest; it I8 only material as
showing whether Perry was Seorotary of Lega-
tion or acting as Oharge d'Allaires at the Ume
In either onse his conduct was equally lllegal
and probibiled, only sush a proceeding would
nrgnn more scandalous if e were Charge than
if he were on Bnounl?v.

Mr, Koener left Madrid tem rily on Jaoe
lk‘llhﬂ. snd was absent antil September X,
1568, Mr. Ferry acling as Charge J'Aldalres,

and taking advantage of Mr, Kosner's absenos,
heing himsslf sole re&r"‘eunuuu of the Gov-
erpment of the Uni Hiates 1o Madrid, ad-
dressed a memorial to the Spanish Minlster of
Ultramsar in ald of the several submarins eome-
munleations which Lthe memorlal alleges have
before been presented to the consideration of
her Catholio Majesty. This memorial or peti-
tion, signed by the representative of the Uaited
Biaten, In most disgustingly landalory of the
Quesn of Bpain and ber husbaud,

As Mr, Koener returned to Spain in Beptem-
ber following, nothing further swems to have
been done by Perry sbout this memorial, and
whe Bpanish Government Appears Lo have taken
no sactlon upon It Indeed, the prinelpal
baslness of Mr. Porry from this Lime seéms
to bave been looking alter these Epanisnb
coniracts, and his great unwlilingoess to
